To Withdraw 
77 Ships 


Washington, Oct. 30.— 
The United States Navy .n- 
nounced tonight that 77 
ships, including five aircraft 
carriers, were being with- 
drawn from active service 
as on cconomy move because 
of decreased funds. 


The announcement followed 
the disclosure that Navy and 
Marine Corps strength would be 
reduced by 54,891 men by next 
July 1 to correspond with the 
raduction In ships. 

Thirty-five warships, including 
the carriers and six cruisers, 
will be laid up. 

A comparizon of the announce- 
ment with other available {n- 
formation showed that the larger 
number of ships will come out 
of the Atlantic Flect. Three of’ 


the carriers are in the Atlantic | 


Fleet and two tn the Pacific 
Ficct. Four of the cruisers are 
in the Atlantic and two in the 
Pacific, 


LAST SUMMER 


Last summer there were 
about 174 combatant ships in 
the Allantle Fleet and 97 in the 
Pacific. 

In’ addition to the warships, 
42 other craft, including tan- 
kers ond seaplane tenders, will 
be put Into reserve or used for 
reserve training. 

The reduc.ion will be offset 
to some extent by returning to 
service the Hght carrier, Bataan. 
end the submarine Guavina, and 
commissioning of two new sub- 
mersibles, the Grenadier oud 
Grampus, 

Two of the carriers to be 
withdrawn are of the 27,000-ton 
Essex class. The others are 
smaller. 

The Navy will keep on ac- 
tive service three big 45,000-ton 
carricrs—the’ Midway, =the 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and the 
Coral Sea—and the 55,000-ton 
battleship, the Missouri, on 
which tho Japanese surrender 
was signed.—Reuter.
